But, alas, the amount fell short of what His 
Majesty expected, and he had the effrontery to threaten an action against Dodsley 
for the unauthorised use of his name.

The portrait is a fine mezzotint of the poet at the age of twenty eight : it is 
the second state. Reproductions of it are to be found in Garnett and Gosse, 
Chambers’ Cyclopaedia of English Literature and Perronat’s monograph. The 
copy described by Palmer lacked the portrait. It is probable that the poems 
circulated in manuscript before being printed as the coffee-house critics appear 
to have delivered judgment before the publication of the book, and in answer to 
which our author prefixes a voluminous preface to ‘‘-my criticks before they were 
my Readers,’’ other critics have been likewise unfavourable : Macaulay says : 


‘This bulky volume of obscene doggerel . . . The style and versification 
are beneath criticism; the morals are those of Rochester.’’
